be possible for the mint to coin the silver 
in less than five years in connection with 
other necessary coinage, but prompt action 
by congress would authorize the issue of 
silver certificates of the same denomina- 
tions and character as those issued under 
the Bland law, and their immediate circu- 
lation. It would not even be necessary to 
prepare new plates and dies, for the new 
certificates would be a continuation of the 
old issue, and could be printed from the 
same forms. Even better than this, many 
of the notes are already stacked up in the 
treasury waiting to be seasoned, and could 
be paid out before the ink was dry on 
the signature of the president approving 
the new legislation. It would be vurrency, 
resting upon silver, but the government 
already owns the bullion, has no use for 
it under the existing laws, and will buy 
no more if the Sherman act is repealed. The 
use of the silver in this manner wouid not 
impair the security of the Sherman notes, 
for they have been treated from the begin- 
ning as gdid notes secured by the gold re- 
serve. 

The gold reserve, in the opinion. of the 
experts in the treasury department, could 
be rapidly built up jf the department had 
some new paper currency to issue\jn ex- 
change for gold. The banks and the peo- 
ple want currency and they do not want 
gold. The currency balance has been so 
reduced that gold is now being paid out 
at all but one of the subtredsuries atd is 
constantly coming back again, because it 
is so inconvenient to handle ia the ordinary 
transactions of business. It will not be 
surprising if an amendment carrying out 
the proposed plan, at least to a part of the 
amount in the treasury, is offered in the 
senate with the approval of the finance 
committee, to the bill now pending, ex- 


-panding the circulation of national banks. 


Another amendment suspending purchases 
of silver would make complete provision for 
the purposes for which the extra session 
was called. It is thought here that this 
compromise would meet with the approval 
of the president. 

Henry Clews Giving Advice. 

The Wall street people are rapidly ar- 
riving at the conclusion that they cannot 
force congress to repeal the Sherman law 
and rule silver entirely out as a money 
metal. They are, therefore, now making 
propositions to congress; advising congress 
what kind of silver laws to pass. 

Yesterday Henry Clews sent a letter to 
every member of congress. In it he says: 

To insure the repeal of the Sherman sil- 
ver law it may not unlikely be necessary, 
from present appearances, to offer as a com- 
promise some measure that will continue the 
recognition of silver as a money metal, tn 
which event why not re-enact the Bland 
silver law, gvith the necessary amendments, 
changing the parity of the dollar to either 
22 to 1 or 2% to 1. In that case the 
monthly purchase of silver would be at the 
discretion of the secretary, not to exceed 
4,000,000 ounces and not less than 2,000,000 
ounces, Twenty-two ounces of silver to one 
of gold is the ratio recently adopted by 
£ngland for the Indian rupee, although 24 
to 1 would be still better. as it would be 
mearer to the present gold value of the 
coin and upon that basis an international 
agreement might be easily effected, judgin 
from the present indications of financia 
Matters Im Europe. Until such an agree- 
ment has been brought about. it would be 
wise to put s prohibitory duty on imports 
of. silver so that the cO‘agé of Mts Country 
will be confined to its uwn product. Iv- 
creasing the parity from 16 to 24 to 1 would 
necessarily make the dollar one-third larger, 
an inconvenient size for pocket money, leg- 
isiation, therefore, should provide for the 
coinage to be mostly in fifty-cent, twenty- 
five-cent and ten-cent pieces. If the parity 
is changed as suggested, a clause in the new 
silver law should be inserted to provide for 
the recognition of all outstanding silver coin 
to be of equal value and also for its gradual 
——— by the substitution of the new 
coin. 

Georgians and Georgia Matters.

THE SPLENDID SPEECH OF MR, SIBLEY 


A Pennsylvanian Who Is Not Own- 
ed by the Money Power. 


A BIMETALLIST BECAUSE HE IS HONEST 


He Pours Hot Shot Into the Enemy 
This Was His First Speech in the 
House,and It Made a Big Hit. 


Washington, August 18.—The new mem- 
bers of the house continue to come to the 
front. The etar speech of the day was 
delivered by Mr. Sibley, of Pennsylvania, 
the only member of the Keystone state who 
is opposed to placing the United States 
upon a single gold standard and who is a 
firm advocate of bimetallism. He is about 
fifty-three years of age, gifted with a fine 
voice and a vast fund of wit and a great 
flow of language. He immediately took 
his place among the orators, the logicians 
and the humorists of the house. On the 
other side of the question there appeared 
another new chamuion, Mr. Everett, 
of Massachusetts, who succeeds Mr. Lodge. 
He is a fine speaker and attracted the at- 
tention of his colleagues. Besides having 
a good dlivery, he has a keen appreciation 
of humor and commanded an interested 
audience, 

The silver debate was resumed immedi- 
ately after the reading of the journal and 
thefloor was accorded Mr. Sibley. He 
spoke in support of the proposition suggested 
by Mr. Johnson, of Ohio, providing that 
the holders of United States bonds might de- 
posit those securities with the government, 
receiving therefor treasury notes. The time 
had come when the clearing houses of the 
great cities should no longer dominate and 
control the policy of the 67,000,000 workers 
of this land. The bimetallists were as 
anxious as were the gentlemen on the 
other side to put a speedy end to the pres- 
ent depression and this end could be at- 
tained here and now by enacting into law 
the Johnson proposition. 

The Real Calamity Howlers. 

There were various causes for the pres- 
ent panic. One of these causes was that 
the gentleman from Ohio, Mr. Harter; 
the ex-congrdssman from Massachusetts, 
George Fred Williams, and others had 
howled in speeches and through the maga- 
zines incessantly for a single gold standard 
and had predicted disaster. The gold men 
called the bimetallists “calamity howlers,” 
yet if there had been more  bimetallist 
“calamity howlers” than there had been on 
the other side he did not know where in 
the pages of history to find them. 

Another cause of the panie was the te 
form c:ub. He thought that the speaker 
knew something about the reform club. 
(Laughter). That club had attempted to 
fix up the tariff before the meeting of con- 
gress. The members of that club made 
their duties fewer and labors light. (Laugh- 
ter). 

Another thing was responsible for the 
panic and that was thé New York bankers. 
The advocates of the gold standard said 
that the bankers of the east had come to 
the relief of the government. He who 
hath eyes and had noted recurrent events 
knew better than that. (Laughter and ap- 
plause). Who had demanded that congress 
should be called in extra session? No 
body of agriculturists had demanded it. No 
body of laborers had asked for it. The de 
mand had come from the absorbers of the 
country’s wealth. It came not from the 
67,000,000 of American citizens, but from 
the 24,000 who had acquired one-half of 
the nation’s wealth and wanted as soon as 
they could the balance of it. (Laughter 
and applause). 

Thou Shalt Not Steal ! 

He stood by the democracy which had re- 
spect for the men who toiled as well as for 
the men who absorbed. (Applause). He 
stood by democracy as exemplified by the 
first democrat, the democrat who said that 
the man who was naked and hungry and 
sick was his brother. (Applause). That 
Man had been crucified because he had en- 
tered the temple of the living God and 
scourged from it the money lenders. (Ap- 
plause) 

Since he (Mr. Sibley) had been in Wash- 
ington he had been asked why he, comfort- 
ably off in this world’s goods, and coming 
from Pennsylvania, should take the posi- 
tion that he now did. His reply was that 
the people of Pennsylvania could stil] read, 
write and think. They read their Bibles, 
and they know that the command was as 
true today as it had been when it was 
thundered from Sinai,. “Thou shalt not 
steal.”” (Applause). 

The People Are THihking. 

A gentleman in favor of the single gold 
standard said that England was against 
bimetallism, that France was against it, 
that Germany was against it, and even 
that the administration was against it. 
(Laughter). But no such opposition could 
put out the spark of libertx on this conti- 
nent. (Applause). It was said that the 
odds were against the bimetallists. Granted. 
What then? Should they ask for qrarter 
and say’ that their work was done? Say 
rather that the greater glory wotld be 
theirs if the field was won. (Applause). 

The workingmen--the men who turned 
the furrow—were thinking over this finan- 
cial question. The mechanic, as he stood 
at his lathe, while the shaft revolved, re- 
volved this problem, and he (Mr. Sibley) 
did not understand why that man could 
not attain as perfect an apprehension of it 
as the man who walked to the stock ex- 
change at 10 o’clock in ths morning, stayed 
there until 3 o’clock in the afternoon, went 
to his office and balanced up his accounts, 
sauntered up town for dinner at Delmon- 
ico’s, went to the theater, took a box for 
the evening and then sat down with the 
boys and played draw poker until 4 o’clock 


the next morning. (Laughter). 


Along with Jndasand Benedict.

Nothing in 
his diction or his gestures showed that he 
was entering upon his maiden speech. His 
voice was clear, his attitude was graceful 
and his diction perfect. 

He began by saying that not only was 
thia the first rime that he had addressed

Wien a 
great city was on fire no one cared what 
old woman’s cow had kicked over the 
lamp. Every one wanted to put ont the 
fire. The responsibility to extinguish the 
fire rested with the democrats. If the re- 
upblican party chose to help them, if 
it was willing to come forward on the 
line which Mr. Cleveland had intimated, 
they would accept its help and would be 
grateful for its support. If it shared the 
risk it would also share the glory. 

Jerry Criticises Everybody but Himself. 

Mr. Simpson, populist of Kansas, spoke 
in favor of free coinage. He severely crit- 
icised the democratic party for its absolute 
uselessness. Who had ever heard of the 
democratic party repealing or making a 
law. (Laughter.) The democratic .party 
was not a party of progress. (Kepublican 
applause.) There was no democratic party 
any more; it was President Cleveland’s 
party. (Laughter.) He also paid his sar- 
castic respects to the republican party and 
charged the present depression of busi- 
ness to republican legislation. 

Before Mr. Simpson had concluded his 
remarks, the house at 5 o’clock took a 
recess until 8 o'clock, the evening session 
to be devoted to the debate on the silver 
mil .

impson concluded his speech. He was 
opposed to a compromise on any ratio.

Appeals for Free Coinage. 


Mr. Morgan, democrat of Missouri, ad- 
vocated the free coinage of silver.

Talbert, democrat of South Carolina, ap- 
pealed to the representatives of the people 
to lay aside all party politics and to act as 
one man for the benefit of the country. 
He appealed to them to give to the people 
the free coinage of silver. He was ready 
to stand by the free coinage plank of the 
Chicago platform. as he was ready to 
stand by every plank of the platform upon 
which he had been elected. The Sherman 
act was a makeshift; but it was a quinine 
pill that would do good temporarily, but 
would not be of any permanent benefit. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Talbert’s re- 
marks the house at’ 10:15 o'clock p. m., 
adjourned until tomorrow.

TRADE IS DULL 


Compared with That Done This Time 
Last Year in the United States. 


BUT SIGNS ARE ENCOURAGING. 


Some of the Mills That Have Stop- 
ped Have Resumed Operations. 


AND THE MONEY MARKET IS BETTER, ' 


Owing to the Cities Providing a Local 
Currency in the Shape of Certifi- 
cates—The Weekly Reviews. 


New York, August 18.—Bradstreet says: 
The present inability of southern bankers to 
secure ample currency east for shipment south 
and southwest has an influence on arrange- 
ments making to move the cotton crop, but 
as pointed out in Bradstreet’s last week, 
aided by the treasury department, the plan 
to unlock the silver at New Orleans as fast 
as currency may be deposited with the sub- 
treasurer at New York, the cotton crop wiil 
undoubtedly be moved. Richmond reports 
currency easier, and Charleston tighter than 
previousiy where bankers state there will be 
difficulty in procuring funds to move cotton. 
The currency stringency has increased at 
Nashviile, where trade is still further restrict- 
ed. Deposits in Memphis banks have in- 
creased and many anticipate no serious dif- 
ficulty in obtaining necessary funds to move 
cotton, as sales of the first cotton received 
will furnish money to market more cotton. 
This overlooks refusals of banks to ship cur- 
rency. Atlanta wires that currency is scarce, 
not sufficient tou make more than a beginning 
in moving cotton and whether drafts made 
against cottou will bring money southward 
and more expeditiously than drafts against 
eastern cash balances remains to be seen. 
Earlier cotton shipments in Georgia as else- 
where will represent liquidation of debt aud 
cost less te move per Dale than subsequent 
shipments. Augusta bankers are practically 
making no new ivans a:though renewing some 
papers granting reasonable extensions. Sa- 
vannah advices are of a probable slow move- 
ment of the early cotton owing to scarcliy 
QO. money. 

Naval stores are demoralized and factories 
have decided on a conditional restriction of 
production 25.000 or 3U.UUU barrels. Business 
has not gained at Birmingham, and the retafl 
trade complains of bard times. Mbile 
banks are limiting payments on deposits to 
$100 a day to any oue depositor. Bankers 
and factors at New Orleans report there is 
not a sufficiency of available funds for moving 
the cotton crop. At Little Rock there is a 
better feeling as the banks are issuing cer- 
tified checks as currency. At Houston Ium- 
ber is depressed and the probem of getting 
funds with which to move cottoa is engaging 
attention. Galveston factors making advances 
are stipuiating that the cotton must be sold 
upon arrival at the market and bankers there 
who are unable to get currency from New 
York have declined to furnish money to the 
cotten buyers on bills of exchange except in 
a modrate way. Dallas banks ll assist ac- 
tual dealers in cotton but will not make ad- 
vances to speculators. Texas farmers re- 
quire less money to buy meat and breadstufis 
than a few years ago.

Pensacola, Fla., August 18.—We, the under- 
signed representatives of the health depart- 
ment of the state of Florida, the United States 
of America and the city of Pensacola, do here- 
by announce that after a thorough and careful 
inspection of this city, we bave falled to find 
the existence of any ca@s of yellow fever, or 
of any infectious or contagious disease what- 
ever.

cers. Since this investigauon was begun aug 
during the entire progress the state health 
Officer has been cognizant of all diseases ana 
ailments which have existed or occurred in 
Pensacdia and is able to aver that no Cases 
have occurred of a quarautinable contagious 
Dature. This fact cvoupied with the .onyg 
period of active and retruspective observation 
warrapis the statement that there’is no yei- 
low fever in Peusavcola, aud uo hidden cases 
which may produce it. A notable dact in cou- 
nection with these cases is that during their 
occulTrence no precaullobs were tiken to 
prevent any possibie fufection from them, 
and free and unrestricted communication was 
had with each notwithstanding which there 
have been no developments of a suspicious na- 
ture among the non immune so exposed, and 
further that the meteorological conditions 
during that period were peculiarly inducite 
of yellow fever had the germ of the disease 
been introduced in the place. ‘Therefore ali 
restrictions and surveillance on travel in the 
state against Pensacola being how uuwar- 
ranted by any facts are conusequently un- 
mecessary. The further continuauce of them 
wi.l be considered iliegal. It is gratifying 
and pleasing to note that notwithstanding the 
excitement which prevailed in this immediate 

orton of the state there was no attempt wit 
put one or two exceptions, to Institute shoi- 
gun quarantines, which is in marked contrast 
with a similar state of affairs which followed 
the events of past years. 

The state health officer desired in this 
ublic manner to officially thank Drs. Murry, 

arter and Magruder, of the United States 
marine hospital service for valuable assts- 
tance rendered him in the investigation of the 
disputed cases and in the supervision of ac- 
tive work. The presence of these gentlemen 
has been exceeding.y pleasant and agreeable. 

In terminating his special service here the 
state health officer further desires to express 
bis thanks to the county health officers, the 
city officials, the physicians of Pensacola anda

Athens, Ga., August 18.—(Special .)— 
There Was a nice little scrimmage on one 
of the principal streets of this Classic City 
this morning which resulted in a little 
bloodshed, quite a good deal of cursing, 
several cases in the city court and a gener- 
ous exchange of tooth and toenail.

Clarence Busch, a negro drayman in the 
employ of O'Farrell & Funkenstein, the 
furniture men, applied to Mr. O’Farrell 
this morning for permission to go to At- 
lanta, but as there were a great many 
goods to be delivered Mr. O'Farrell refus- 
ed to let him go. This put the negro ina 
bad humor and Mr. O'Farrell says that 
he believed Busch took the quarter that 
he bad advanced him and bought whisky 
with it. At any rate Busch was sulky and 
very rough in the way he handled the 
goods he was to deliver. |. 

Mr. W. M. Vickers, @ Wiitte man @i- 
ployed by the same fri, warned Busch 
about handling the goods 80 roughly, but 
instead of obeying Mr. Vickers, the negro 
negro backed his horses against the ecurb- 
ing of the sidewalk so quickly as to throw 
out one of the tables that was in the 
wagon and break it. Mr. Vickers told the 
negro that he would have him discharged 
as svon as the wagon returned to the store. 
The negro made some i®fpertinent reply 
and when the wagon got back to the store 
said that he was ready to be discharged 
and for Mr. Vickers not to forget 1 
again displaying a good deal of impudence. 

Mr. Viekers became enraged, and pick- 
ing up a cradle rocker began to use It 
quite freely on Busch. Busch ran into the 
street to get a rock and as he stooped [o 
pick one up, Vickers lammed him uguain. 
instead of using the rock Busch turned and 
grabbed Vickers and throwing him on the 
ground, got on top of him. Mr. ii, FF. 
Holleman and Mr. C. J. O'Farrell took 
a hand in it to separate the combatants, 
but the negro thought that the separation 
was a little rough ou him, 80 he requested 
the chief of police to make cases against 
them for jumping on him. 

No one was badly hurt, but the way they 
went at it, it seemed as if there might 
have been a funeral or two. 

The Holliday-DeLaperriere Case. 

The verdict in the Holliday-Deiaperriere 
slander case has been returned in favor of 
the defendant. This means that DeLaper- 
riere will not have to turn over to Dr, 
Holliday $25,000 for an alleged slander.

The verdict is not at all satisfactory to 
Dr. Holliday and he says that he will take 
it to the supreme court. The jury was out 
eighteen hours before it returned_a verdict 
and this fact gives Fiolliday hope ‘tat 
things will be better on the next trial. 


Another Acquittal. 


Dr. Holliday was also tried in the same 
court for snapping a pistol in the face of 
one of the Thurmans, but the jury after 
a short deliberation, rendered a verdict of 
acquittal.

Military Laws in Georgia. 

“The Manual! of Military Law of Force in 
the State of Georgia,” prepared by Private 
W. W. Gordon, Jr., of Troop A> Fifth 
regiment of Georgia cavalry, has been pub- 
lished and the copies are now ready for 
distribution. 

The manual makes a neat book of 155 

pages. It contains al] the acts of the leg- 
islature relating to the militia and volun- 
teer troops of the gtate since the organiza- 
tion of the militia. The author states in the 
preface that his aim had been to. put 
together al] the military statutes, the gener- 
al orders issued from the adjutant and in- 
spector general’s office and certain United 
States army regulations, to which these 
statutes refer, in such shape as to be of 
easy reference for the student of military 
matters. The publication ig not for the pur- 
pose of presenting any discourse upon the 
‘military laws and regulations of the state, 
but merely to codify them for the informa- 
tion of the volunteers of the state and 
Others interested in military matters. 


in such hopeless confusion heretofore that 
the military enthusiast seeking information 
had a most hopeless task before him. 

Mr. Gordon's work presents tue mili- 
tary laws of the state iu such shape that 
any person seeking information as to the 
provisions of the state law in regard to the 
military can easily obtain it. 

The old militia laws providing for the 
organization of the militia by districts are 
given in full. These laws fell in disuse 
nearly fifty years ago, but still slumbers 
upon the statute books in a state of in- 
nocuoug desuetude. 

The state volunteers have always been 

separate from the state militia, being re- 
garded as the active portion of the militia 
and their organization and control provided 
for by separate statutes. This is satisfac- 
torily shown in Mr. Gordon's manual. 
' An examination of the statntes for the 
government of the state volunteers, as codi- 
fied by Mr. Gordon, will show that there 
has never been any systematic legislation 
for their organization and maintenance and 
the provisions of some of the statutes are 
rather obscure. 

The general orders issued from the ad- 
jutant general’s office since 1889, relative 
to the encampment of the state troops are 
also Peres for the information . con- 
tained. The eg | regulations of the 
United States army for target practice are 
included and will be of especial interest 
to the state military. The articles of war 
of the regulations of the army of the 
United States are also published for the 
information of military men. 

Mr. Gordon’s manual of military law has 
been officially approved and adopted for 
the use and guidance of the volunteer 
forces of the state.

Mr. Kelley is about sixty years old, cf 
low stature, bald, and very sprightly for his 
age, and well known all over Georgia. jilis 
whereabouts is the talk of Carrollton aud 
Carroll county. 

Carrolitons’ Tax Rate. ‘ 


The county commissioners for Carrol] 
county met here yesterday and fixed the 
county tax at $1.07 for the present year. 
Added to this will be the state tax, which 
will make a tax rate of $1.50 per hundred. 
This is the highest tax rate Carroll county 
has had in many years, perhaps, since the 
war. Sixty cents of the above is to finish 
paying for Carroll’s new courthouse, which 
will soon be completed.

A Waycross Man Said to Have De- 
sérted His Wife and Danghters. 


TOOK THREE CHILDREN WITH HIM, 


And a Big Roll of Bills, but Left Noth- 
ing to Support Those He Deanerted. 
A Queer Case It Is. 


Waycross, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)— 
The once happy home of T. V. Kennison, 
hear Lee avenue, has been deserted by the 
husband and father. The story was told 
to the Constitution representative this 
morning. 

Mrs. Kennison is a lady well known for 
her devotion to her family. She is about 
twenty-eight years of age, and has two 
stepdaughters and two small children with 
her. When asked if the story of her hus- 
band’s having deserted her was true, Mrs. 
Kennison replied that she was satisfied 
that Mr. Kennison would never return 
home, as he had told her that he would 
never live with her again 

The stepdaughters of Mrs. Kennison 
are very intelligent and handsome. ‘They 
were of the opinion that their father had 
deserteg his family. Miss Florence Kenni- 
son is about eighteen years of age and ap- 
pears to have a will of her own. She said 
that her father told her that he would 
whip her to death, and prepared to do so 
by securing a large whip. Some neighbors 
came to her assistance and prevented his 
putting his threats into execution. The 
heighbors have been greatly annoyed by 
Kennison of late because he has cruelly 
treated his family. It appears that Miss 
Florence received the most of the cruel 
treatment. Her independence and seif- 
assertion caused her father to be very ty- 
rannical toward her. Mrs. Kennison wus 
also subjected to many cruelties by her 
husband, who, it appears, was greatly dis- 
pleased because his wife was looking care- 
worn. He threatened to take her to the 
country where he could whip her nearly to 
death. 

lor several weeks the neighbors have 
looked upon Kennison as out of his head, 
and have had no dealings with him. At 
times he would go to see them and tell a 

reat many conflicting stories coucerning 

is family. He accused his daughters o 
not taking his advice and said that they 
had disgraced Him. 

Kennison became unusually cruel yester- 
day, and came near being arrested for dis- 
orderly conduct. He told his family last 
night that he was going to leaye and would 
never return or let them hear from him 
again. He displayed a large pocket book 
containing several hundred dollars, and 
said that he had more money, but that he 
would not give them a cent if they were 
perishing. Some time during the night he 
took all his private property and three 
little children with him and left for parts 
unknown. His absence was not discovered 
until morning. 

The desertion of his family by Mr. Ken- 
nison, leaving them in destitute circum- 
stances, has created some excitement here. 
Mrs. Kennison and her stepdaughters say 
that they intend to make a living by dress- 
making. They have already secured some 
little work in that line. They say that 
their father did not provide for them, as 
he was able this year, but had always been 
good to them before. They say that he is 
not insane, but that he did not want to 
live with their stepmother and that was 
whv he had left home. 

Mr. Kennison came here two years ago 
from Camden county. He had considera- 
ble means and good credit. He started sev- 
eral lines of business, but failed to make 
a success of them. ; 

Marshall's Fine Vineyard. 

Waycross, Ga., August 18.—(Specia].}— 
One of the finest vineyards in this section 
is owned by Mr. Thomas B. Marshall 
on the banks of the Satilla river in Coffee 
county. Mr. Marshall is a Scotchman and 
has wide experience in grape culture. He 
has visited the largest vineyar@ed@a Yrance, 
Spain, Italy and Portugal. He has thirty- 
five acres planted in grapes. The vineyard 
is composed of the finest varieties of grapes. 
His personal care is given to the growing 
of grapes. Mr, Marshall is on a visit 
here today. He says that he has made 
4,000 gallons of wine this year. It will 
bring him from 75 cents to $1.50 per gal- 
lon, according to age. He will clear $3,000 
above expenses on his vineyard this year. 

The expenses of cultivating the vines and 
manufacturing the wines amount to about 
$800. The excellent brands of wine made 
by Mr. Marshall are shipped to Philadel- 
phia, where they are refined and prepared 
for the general market. Mr. Marshall 
says that the farmers make a mistake by 
not growing grapes. There is always a 
good demand for wine and the profits are 
large. He thinks that this section will 
eventually be the finest grape growing coun- 
try in the south. The yield next year will 
be fully one-third larger than it was this 
year. .

Local Financial Relief. 

The story in our telegraphic columns 
of the successful workings of a local cur- 
rency experiment in Birmingham and 
Fall River will be read with great in- 
terest just at this time. 

In New York and New Orleans the 
clearing house certificates have proved 
the salvation of the business interests of 
those cities, and Birmingham and Fall 
River haye completely demonstrated 
their ability to supply a local currency. 
The associated banks of Fall River issue 
certified checks of small denominations 
and they are freely taken by wage earn- 
ers and merchants. In Birmingham 
the certificates are for as small a de 
nomination as 25 cents. They are ac- 
cepted by everybody for everything. 

The experiment is a gratifying suc- 
cess, and shows that there is no need 
of enduring the evils of a currency fam- 
ine in cities where the associated banks 
with millions of capital are willing to 
make a judicious use of their credit for 
a few weeks or months to aid the busi- 
ness community in tiding over an emer- 
gency. 7 

This object lesson in finance is worth 
studying. The American people with 
their almost unlimited wealth and 
credit are not obliged to quit 
work and stop buying and _sell- 
ing every time a currency corner 
makes money scarce. Their banking 
institutions, standing shoulder to shoul- 
der, are strong enough by their united 
action to meet such emergencies and fur- 
Dish a satisfactory local currency that 
will keep the crops and business and 
every industry in motion. 


What Will the Harvest Be? 

The interesting and picturesque gyra- 
tions of our esteemed contemporary, 
The Evening Journal, sufpass in agili- 
ty even the wudest ofthe naughty danc- 
ers on the Midway plaisance. 

Naturally, Secertary Smith, in his 
anxiety to maintain the dignity of his 
cabinet position, takes particular pains 
to announce through the Associated 
Press that “no significance should be 

tached to the editorials of The Jour- 
nal on account of the fact that he still 
holds a block of stock in that paper, for 
the reason that he ceased to control that 
paper when he came into the cabinet.” 

It goes without saying that a good 
deal of significance is to be attached to 
this statement, and we were prepared 
to accept it when to our astonishment 
we received a communication from “A

active interest in getting subscribers.” 

How is this letter signed? By the 
business manager, as the head of the 
concern? By no means! In bold re- 
lief the first name appearing at the top 
of this circular is that of 

“Hoke Smith, president.” 

Recently, we have felt more kindly 
disposed than ever towards our evening 
contemporary, because it has undertaken 
the apparently impossible task of pois- 
ing itself with one foot on the Chicago 
platform and the other on Mr. Cleve- 
land’s message. As the distance be 
tween these two pedestals gradually 
widens, the public gaze travels upward 
to our contemporary’s waistband, in 
— expectancy of the inevitable re- 
sult. 

And yet such a heroic disregard of the 
consequences challenges our sympathy, 
and we feel tempted to give our strug- 
gling contemporary eredit for an honest 
effort to tremulonsly waver into the 
right position again. Only the other 
day The Journal said: 

The Journal’s position on the silver ques. 
tion 4s, of course, well understood. We 
stand squarely on the Ohicago platform, yiz.: 
Repeal the Sherman act and pass a free 
coinage bill for both gold and silver, putting 
enough silver in a dollar to place it on a 
parity with the gold dollar. We further po. 
lieve that Mr. Cleveland, his cabinet ana the 
democratic leaders in the senate and house 
squarely favor this plan. 

This effort to withdraw one foot from 
Mr. Cleveland’s message and place it 
by the side of its mate squarely on the 
Chicago platform, should bé"@ncouraged, 
but we fear that the case is hopeless, 
Secretary Smith, reinforced by his pri- 
vate secretary, has given the country to 
understand very plainly that The Jonr- 
nal is in the situation of a tramp ocean 


_is this: 


Here-we have the spectacle of a news- 
paper earnestly endorsing the mondmet- 
allism of Mr. Cleveland and the bimetal- 
lism of the Chicago platform. This is 
all-round politics and it requires vetsa- 
tility and an exceedingly tough and elas- 
tic make up to fill such a difficult role. 

Our neighbor, however, has played a 
similar part in the past. When its cain- 
paign editorials were written by Mr. 
Smith, it favored Mr. Cleveland’s nomi- 
nation because, as it put the case In de- 
claring that the repeal of the Sherman 
Jaw will bring about a contraction of the 
currency that would be deplorable, “Mr. 
Cleveland is a better friend to silver by 
$34,000,000 a year than is Governor 
Hill.” After advocating Mr. Cleveland 
as the friend of silver it suddenly exe- 
cuted a pirouette, and supported him as 
the champion of gold. 

The French say that the unexpected 
always happens, and that some things 
can be done as well as others. Our 
evening neighbor is a flamboyant {illus- 
tration of the truth of these sayings. 
Still, we doubt whether even a pair of 
India rubber breeches will completely 
hide from the public gaze the disaster 
that must befall the performer who 
plants one foot on a monometallie mes- 
sage and the other on a bimetallic plat- 
form. As these two bases drift in op- 
posite directions there must fmevitably 
be a havoc, a wreck, a tearing assunder 
of lingerie and things, and the calami- 
tous dismemberment of the star perform- 
er, with slow music and the lights turned 
down.

It is now proposed to have 
permanent location for the clearing house 
—an office of its own. 

For this purpose a very desirable room 
ja the Equitable building has been secured 
god will hereafter be the regular place of 
business for the clearing house business. 

_ Mr. Darwin G. Jones, a well known bus- 
jpess man of many qualifications has been 
placed in charge of the affairs of the clear- 
jog house as manager of the concern. 
His duties will be the same as the duties 
fave been of alternating managers under 
the old arrangement. He will have under 
his care the work of keeping the banks 
graight with each other from day to day 
‘through the clearing house. 

This step was taken by the bankers at 
the last meeting of the clearing house when 
jtwas decided to issue clearing house certifi- 
‘ates for daily settlements between the 
banks. Of course, this could hardly be 
manipulated well under the old system of 
canging from week to week the place of 
business of the clearing house and changing 

‘managers. Mr. Jones will be the perma- 
nent manager of the clearing house, and 
will have in hand the work of issuing the 


“certificates. 


He is an experienced business man. He 
has had a thorough training in the banking 


business, being for a long time an active 


bank official in the city. He has since that 
time been in different lines of business and 
is thoroughly equipped with both experience 
and talent for the high position of trust 
and responsibility to which he has recently 
been elected. 

The clearing house holds its business 
meetings every day at 11 o'clock, and at 
this hour the work of clearing all the busi- 
ness of the different banks for the dgy is 
attended to by those in charge. 

The clearing house certificates have been 
printed and will soon be put in circulation 
among the banks of the city. They will 
not be circulated among the trading people 
as currency, only among the banks in their 
daily settlements. 

The People Want Them. 

There is a growing desire on the part of 
the people of the city to have the banks 
in case of emergency issue such certificates 
as can be handled in the different trades. 

In yesterday’s Constitution was printed 
a long list of names of prominent mer- 
chants and manufacturers of the city who 
wanted to put themselves down as favoring 
the issuance of these certificates. They 
declared that if the banks do find it neces- 
sary to issue them they will take the cer-

District Yesterday. 
PARTIES PLOWING UP A CEMETERY 


Were Called Upon to Halt—A Trial in the 
Justice Court—An Injunction Issued 
Against the Work. 


Harrowed by the plowshare, af old de- 
serted graveyard, not far the resi- 
dence of Mr. J. D. Collins on the Mari- 


etta. road, has been forced to give up iis |}, 


dead, and among the bones which have 
come to the surface is the bone of conten- 
tion. 

Great excitement prevailed in that neigh- 
borhood yesterday morning and the officers 
of the law were called upon to quell the 
tumult. 

Two or three generations were buried in 
the old cemetery and the people living in 
that vicinity, who were interested in the 
spot, entered their protest against the action 
of certain parties who were plowing up the 
ground, 

They were mad all over and threatened in 
their wrath that something would happen if 
the work was not discontinued. The head- 
stones had been destroyed over the graves 
and the rude forefathers of Cook’s district, 
who had slept quietly in their last asylum 
for more than forty years were rudely 
torn up from their resting places and thrown 
into a pile of bones that stood at the el- 
bows of the men who were engaged in 
the work, 

The property in that neighborhood and 
surrounding the site of the old. graye- 
yard is owned by a large syndicate composed 
of Mr. G@. L. Norrman, Mr. J. D. Col- 
lins and _ other prominent capital- 
ists. ae a beautiful tract 
of land, delightfully shaded and by way of 
designation the name of “Norrman Heights” 
was given to the locality. 

With right and title to the property, as 
covered by a deed of grant, the syndicate 
proceeded to exercise a full right of own- 
ership to the land and to clear it away for 
the sake of general improvement. 

To this end a contract was given a few 
days ago to D. N. Carroll, who agreed to 
furnish a certain number of hands and to 
clear away the vestiges of the old ceme- 
The consideration as_ stipulated 
in the contract was so much for each grave 
and the work of removing the bodies was 
to commence without delay. 

Yesterday morning a gang of negroes was 
put to work and the grewsome task of 
removing the ashes of the dead wus com- 
menced, Before the workmen had made any 
decided progress, however, the difficulty 
started and they were compelled to abandon 
their occupation. Parties living in the 
neighborhood observed the work that wus 
going on and their righteous indignation 
was kindled by the sight of the bones which 
seemed to cry out to them from the ground. 

Mr. W. F. Rice, one of the residents of 
Cook’s district and a descendent of the orig- 
inal granter of the land, who deeded the 
spot for the purpose of a burial ground, 
went over to the office of the justice of 
the peace and had cases made out against 
Mr. Norrman and the parties who were 
engaged in digging up the cemetery. 

The hearing came up yesterday morning. 
Messrs. Arnold and Speairs represented 
the lund company and Messrs. J. A. Edge 
and L. FP. Barnes the prosecutor. 

The scene in the courtroom at the time of 
the hearing was rather wild, as several 
women had collected for the purpose of 
seeing that justice was meted out to the 
so-called despoilers of the dead and the lit- 
tle courtroom was crowded to its utmost ca- 
pacity. 

{t was easy to see that the crowd was on 
the side of the prosecutor and that the 
people who had gathered in the courtroom 
were all indignant. As soon as the law- 
yers for the prosecution began to speak 
of the plowshare and the outrage of dese- 
crating the graves of the dead the feelings 
of the crowd began to vent themselves in 
tears and other manifestations of sympathy. 
It looked a little squally for Mr. Norrman 
and the contractor and the lawyers who 
represented them were likewise included in 
the wrath which seemed to be brewing. 

A telephone message was sent over the 
wires to the sheriff's office with the instruc- 
tion that a deputy be sent ont for the pur- 
pose of quelling the disturbance in the 
event anything serious - should happen. 
A similar message was sent to the police 
headquarters and one or two officers re 
sponded to the call. 

There was little need for their services, 
however, as the termination of the case 
was satisfactory for the time being. , The 
justice held that the matter should stop 
and, in accordance with what he conceived 
to be the evidence, bound the parties over 
to the eity court in the sum of $250 each. 

If the decision had been otherwise and the 
work of digging up the graves had pro 
ceeded there is no telling the trouble that 
might have happened. The assistance of 
Deputy Hill and the other officers who were 
present would, in that event, have likely 
been needed. As it was the officers could 
do nothing else but observe the proceedings 
and after they were over return to town. 

Later in the day an injunction wae served 
on the land company restraining them from 
further work in tearing up the = gruave- 
yard and directing them to appear in court 
for the purpose of answering the charge of 
the complainant. 

As the company holds a deed to the land 
in question, it is likely that the fight over 
the cemetery will be a lively one. The mat- 
ter will come up fully on its merits when 
the case is heard on its final trial. 

Mr. Rice, who swore out the injunction, 
claims that the ground was deeded for 
the purpose of a graveyard and as such, 
until a recent date, it had been. used for 
more than forty years. Several of his 
family were buried within the enclosure 
and he had neither notice nor money for 
the removal of the bodies. Unless _ re- 
strained it would be impossible for the peo- 
ple in the neighborhood to recognize the 
graves for the purpose of a subsequent re 
moval, 

Without viewing the rights of either party 
to the ground the injunction was issued 
for the purpose of preserving the identifi- 
cation of the graves. If the property js 
decided to be that of the land company 
sufficient time will be allowed for the re- 
moval of the bodies. If otherwise decided, 
a different course will be taken and the 
cemetery will either remain where it is 
or the company will have to purchase the 
property and remove the ies on their 
own responsibility.

The Policeman Stands Exonerated for 
Hitting a Citizen. : 


THE TRIAL WAS A LONG ONE, 


And Was Watched with Interest-Myr, 
O’Neill Will Carry the Case Be- 
fore the Grand Jury. 


At 10 o’clock last night, after six hourg 
of tedious wrangling and hearing of testi- 
mony, Justice Bloodworth dismissed th¢ - 
warrant against Patrolman Kerlin and 
justified the blow that officer dealt Mr. 
Ed Messick on the night of the trouble at 
the artesian well. 

The trial began at 4 o’clock and pro 
ceeded in the packed courtroom until] all 
the saloons had closed. Kerlin was highly, 
elated over his discharge and regarded it 
as a triumphant justification. He took 
his belt and club and in ten minutes time 
was patroling the same beat on which the 
trouble occurred. 

The evidence before Justice Bloodworth 
was pretty much the same as that brought 
out at the trial before the recorder’s court, 

new witnesses were present. how- 
ever, but gave little or no new testimony. 
All of the old witnesses testified and the 
showing was just about that upon which 
Judge Calhoun passed. 

Mr. Messick was represented by Mr. 

James O’Neill, and Mr. W. C. Glenn ap- 
peared for Kerlin. Both of the attorneys 
made splendid fights for their sides of the 
case. 
A. little tilt between Captain Thompson 
and Mr. O’Neill occurred during the trial. 
Mr. O’Neill wanted to know if the captain 
had made the statement attributed to him 
in The Constitution about ae Kerlin 
on the same beat, regardless of kicks from 
those who opposed him. The captain said 
he had and was still of the same opinion.. 
He said that only one power on earth 
could remove Kerlin from beat, and 
that power was in Chief Connolly’s hands. 
Mr. O'Neill accused the tain of getting 
mad, but the captain said he was not. 

Chief Connolly was sworn as to the cus 
tom in bringing in prisoners in the patrol 
wagon. He said it was a matter left to 
the discretion of the officers, though they. 
had instructions to give copies to men who 
were known to be responsible. He said 
the policemen had no list of men who were 
not to ride in the wagon. Chief Connolly, 
Captain Thompson and several] other offi- 
cers remained in the courtroom throughout 
the trial. 

The argument consumed about an hour 
and after it was over Justice Bloodworth 
briefly announced his decision in the case. 
He said he held Kerlin justifiable, the dis- 
turbance resembled a riot and Kerlin had 
cause for apprehension. It seemed that 
the men were eames ve him and he 
had a right to defend himself. 

Mr. O'Neill announced that he was not 
satisfied with the verdict and the case 
would be carried before the grand jury.

As we have before explsined, 
this premium is deducted from the price which the 
exporter pays, and is practically just so much money 
lost to the planter. From now on it seems likely that 
the shipment of money from here will be principally 
to the south in order to move the cotton crop, as we 
hear of some very heavy engagements that have been 
entered into to supply the immediate wante of that 
section of the country. Locally the feeling continues to 
be very bearish, a reflection of the uncertainties of leg- 
islation in Washington andfintensified by the temper of 
the southern merchants. Crop accounts, as published 
by the commissioners of the several states, are not as 
favorable as they have been. The South Carolina com- 
missioner reports the middle belt and coast section as 
unfavorable, while the Piedmont section and towards 
the North Carolina coast promises very well. The 
Florida commissioner states that the condition has 
fallen off very materially during the last two weeks. 
The Georgia commissioner states that generally the 
crop has improved, though the improvement has been 
slight owing to the recent rainy weather, which causes 
rust in some sections. Despite, however; these official 
statements the trade places more confidence 
in their belief that the prospects now point 
to a crop of 7,500,000 bales, and that the financial situ- 
ation is such that a further decline is not only possible 
but probable. With the American mills ont of the

The meeting began in the basement of 
the courthouse, but before the work kad 
fairly becun the room was so thoroughly 

ed that it was almost impossible to 

breathe. ‘he stairway leading to the base- 
ment and the sidewalks around the bvild- 
ing, andi the approaches were all thronged 
with people who could not get in. Those 
on the outside were anxious to hear what 
was going on and those on the .nside were 
got willing to make room for tivem at their 
gwn expense. Still those who wanted to 
eme in were loud in their demards, and 
long before the meeting was fairly under 
way the chairman was compelied to ad- 
journ it with a request to those precent 
to join him on the outside. 

And a great open air meeting wvs the 
result. 

The courtroom was full when Mr. John 
George ascended the stand and remarked: 
“I see that the room is full and an organ- 
ation is now in order. Who will you have 
for your chairman?” 

“] suggest Mr, Ed Evans as the chair- 
man,” said some one in the back of the

tions ?”” 

There was no response to the query end 
Mr. George put the nome of Mr. Evans to 
the house and he was elected.

“I'd like to add,” said the secretary as 
he finished reading the report, “that we have 
not had time to see all the houses of the 
city, but we have seen quite a number of 
them and we submit the result of our con- 
sultation with this report. Had we had 
the time we would have seen all, but we 
bave not had the time.” 

“You have heard the report,” remarked the 
chairman, “‘what will you do with it?” 

The report, upon motion, was received 
and the secretary was ordered to file it. 

“I cannot name the committees which 
those resolutions ask me to name,’’ said the 
chairman, “just now. I want some time 
to think the matter over, but I will perfect 
them and hand them over before the weet- 
ing is over. In the meantime 1 would lke 
to hear from any one who can throw any 
light upon the present financial stringency. 
In fact this meeting is intended for an in- 
terchange of views among us who are 
here. lf any one has an idea let him 
come forward with it. It has been sug- 
gested to me that Mr. J. C. Drayton, of 
the States Savings bank can illuminate the 
subject, and Il ask Mr. Drayton to come for- 
ward.” 

Mr. Drayton, a rather tall, pleasant- 
faced and pleasant talking young man as- 
cended the platform and spoke to the crowd. 
He proved to be quite a story teller and 
told several good stories before leaving the 
stand and every one who heard him felt 
better after his talk, though he had no 
more dollars in his pocket when the speaker 
sat down than he had when he began. 

It was during Mr. Drayton’s speech that 
the crowd thronged into,the courthouse 
basement until it was almést impossible to 
stand the atmosphere. There was not a 
vacant seat and in the aisles the crowd 
was so thick that many were packed against 
the benches so tightly that they could not 
move. As Mr. Drayton finished he handed 
the secretary a package of paper, saying it 
was a communication relative to the 
meeting. Just at this juncture some one 
in the rear of the hall yelled out: 

“There’s as many people on the outside as 
there are on the inside of the house and I 
think we'd better go gut, as all of them 
can’t get in.” 

The cry was taken up by all in the house 
and a call was made for an outside meet- 
ing. The call was a long and loud one and 
it seemed that every one in the meeting 


“that 

“That’s what we want,” yelled the 
crowd. 

“And I move,” said Mr. C. K. Maddox, 
as the noise subsided, “that we adjourn. to 
the outside and that we make this an open- 
air meeting, a meeting in which all can 
participate. There are many outside who 
cannot get in and they are entitled to the 
Same consideration as we are who are on 
the inside.” 

The motion to convert the meeting into 
an open-air meeting met with the hearty 
approval of all on the inside of the build- 
ing, and as those on the inside voted on 
the motion to adjourn those on the outside 
took up the refrain and were just as loud 
in their demand \for it. The | throng 
crowded out of the courtroom and when the 
sidewalk was reached it was almost im- 
possible to move. The police were com- 
pelled to make room for the officers of the 
meeting as ae aren to the stand. The 
stand was nothing more or less than the 
top of the flight of steps leading into the 
courthouse, between the ordinary’s and the 
sheriff's offices. Here a bench was placed 
for the chairman and a table for the sec- 
retary, while the two big gas jets over the 
entrance were lighted. The approach to 
the steps was thronged with fos and the 
best estimate of the best judges of crowds 
present asserted that there were at least 
2.000 people around the door. Some of 
them made the crowd as large as 3,500, 
but it was hardly that big. The entire ap- 
proach to the building on the north side 
and the sidewalk back into the street were 
thronged with people. There was a good 
number of colored people present and they 
were as much interested apparently as any 
others in the meeting. Immediately after 
reaching the top step of the approach to 
the courthouse Mr. Evans said: 

“Gentlemen, we are now where we have 
more room, and I’m glad to see so many 
more than I saw while we were down 
stairs. The next speaker on the list is Mr. 
C. K. Maddox.” 

Mr. Maddox was standing at the foot of 
the steps and right next to him was Mayor 
Goodwin, who had been in the basement 
of the courthouse during the earlier part of 
the meeting. Mr. Maddox walked up the 
steps about half way and turning around 
faced the crowd. He began by telling how 
the meeting had come about, and declared 
that it was the one thing which could now 
prevent Atlanta from going the same way 
other cities had gone. He knew that At- 
lanta consumed enough of everything made 
right here in the city to warrant the em- 
ployment of men to work for the supplying 
of that consumption. He told of the great 
number of people out of employment and 
said that if the people of Atlanta would 
use the stuff made at home and not send 
away for it that every one of the idle peo- 
ple would be given employment. His talk 
was received by the crowd with evident 
pleasure. 

As Mr. Maddox concluded the chairman 
called the attention of the crowd to the 
paper Mr. Drayton had handed in down 
stairs. but which had not been read. It 
was then read and was: 

Mr. Chairman: I have been asked by sev- 
eral interested in the manufacturing interests 
of Atlanta to come before your meeting as a 
representative cigar manufacturer.

“Mr. Vining is the next speaker on the 
list,” said the chairman. — 

Mr. Vining declared that he knew of noth- 
ing which gave him more pleasure than 
the sight of so many workingmen. He 
did not track the speech made by Mr, Maed- 
dox, however. He asserted that if the nian- 
ufacturer wanted to put in more hands 
and have more work done, jt couid be eas- 
ily accomplished. But he was of the opin- 
ion that if he wanted to bring more foreign 
labor here at this time that 
he should first stop to think 
of those who are now here out of 
employment. He asserted that the labor- 
ing men of Atlanta were ready and will- 
ing to co-operate with the manufacturers 
of the city, and that they would consume 
about all they could make, but he would 
not pledge the Atlanta man to take only 
what was made in Atlanta until] it was 
known that it was to be made by the Atlanta 
man. Heeflid not think the man and wo- 
man could work on the same plane, but was 
ready with his hand and mind for any- 
thing that was calculated to benefit Atlanta. 
He was glad to see the movement and 
hoped that it would result in good for all. 

As Mr. Vining concluded Mr. Morrison 
presented the following resolutions, which 
were adopted. 

Whereas, Believing it to be advisable to 
atrontze home industries. so far as home 
ndustries patronize organized labor, and 

Whereas, The only way to recognize goods 
made by home industry favorable to organized 
labor is by the union label; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this meeting urge all home 
ifidustries to co-operate with the labor or- 

anizations of the city in having the union 
abel placed upon their goods, this being a 
— of evidence that the goods are home- 
made. 

Resolved further, That steps be taken at 
once to bring about a unanimous action on 
the part of all concerned. 

Mr. Moore followed the resolution and 
declared that Atlanta could do more good 
for herself by patronizing home industries 
than in any other way. He told of the 
good the spending of the dollar right where 
it was made would accomplish a7 ad- 
vised all not to let their money go ont of 
the city if they could help it. He declared 
that there was enough work in Atlanta 
to engage the time and attention of all 
those now out of work if they would see 
that nothing but Atlanta made products 
were consumed. He realized that it was a 
hard fight they had on their bands. but 
he felt certain that if they would suck to 
the resolution presented and adopted they 
would wir. 

As Mr. Moore finished some one on the 
sidewalk called the attention of the chair- 
man to the presence of Mayor Goodwin and 
suggested that he be heard from. 

*We have one more speaker on the list,” 
said the chairman, “‘and when he is through 
we will be glad to hear from the honora- 
ble mayor. We have intended to ask him 
up and would be glad to have him come 


Mayor Goodwin ascended the steps and 
as he came up the audience applauded and 
at the same time the chairman announced 
the next speaker, Mr. Osburn, who came 
forward. Mr. Osburn declared that the 
workingmen of Atlanta were on the right 
line at last. and said that the demands 
they were now making were such in which 
all would be pleased to help them. He 
eould not see why each community should 
not be able to sustain itself and to care 
for itself and thought that Atlanta could 
easily do so, if the working men would 
follow out the plan laid down. He congrat- 
ulated the people before him upon the fact 
that they lived in Atlanta and that At- 
lanta was as friendly to the working people 
as she has shown herself to be. Mr. Os- 
burn’s peech was listened to with attention 
and as he concluded, the chairman an- 
nounced that Mayor Goodwin would close 
the exercises and that after he was through 
he would like the representatives of the 
various wards to meet him in the ecourt- 
house so that he could perfect the ¢com- 
mittees. 

Mayor Goodwin’s address was one of the 
gems of the evening. He saw nothing in 
the resolutions and the requests of the 
meeting that could not be granted. He 
declared that he thought the workingmen 
were on the right line at last and that 
much good would be the result of the meet- 
ing and the requests they had just made 
in the resolutions. He felt assured that 
every one of them was in love with At- 
lanta and that Atlanta would now as al- 
ways in the past, see that what the la- 
boring man wanted was granted. He de- 
clared that no emergency had ever come to 
Atlanta that Atlanta was not ready to 
meet, and asserted that in this, as on other 
occasions, the matter would be adjusted. 
He declared that he was heartily in sym- 
pathy with any movement that had for 
its end the help of any one in Atlanta who 
needed help. ‘he mayor was applauded 
freguently during his talk and when he 
finished the meeting adjourned.

Intrinsic merit should 
be the test, and not a foreign brand. And 
with equal merit, every consideration of 
pride and interest should impel the purchase 
of the home-made article.

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Rebuts Her Mother's Testimony and Se- 
cures Her Husband’s Release, 


BY A TEARFUL APPEAL TO THE MAYOR. 


An Unusual Case in Police Court—Son-in- 
Law and Mother-in-Law Fight and 
the Young Wife Settles It. 


A tearful young wife, a penitent young 
husband with downcast face and a wrath- 
ful mother-in-law were the figures that 
stood before Judge Andy Calhoun yesterday 
afternoon and plead for justice and mercy. 

With the pretty young wife declaring that 
her mother struck the first blow and the 
reticent and repentant husband on the 
one side and the mother and mother-in- 
law declaring that the young man was dis- 
respectful, shiftless and pugilistic on the 
other, it was hard, indeed, for the judge 
to decide what were the real facts in the 
case. 

J.C. Nabors, a blonde-faced young man, 
with light mustache and dressed in a 
brown suit of clothes, was the prisoner, and 
close by him stood a fair-faced, blue-eyed 
young woman with a handkerchief to her 
face. The mother of the young woman 
stood on the other side glaring angrily 
at Nabors and gazing tenderly upon her 
daughter by turns. 


She had a bad story to tell about the. 


conduct of her son-in-law. The long and 
short of it was that she had had a fight 
with him in the morning because he had 
cursed and abused her. ‘he story she 
told was very damaging to Nabors and it 
began to look as if he would be bound over 
to the state courts. 

“He accused me of saying that I made 
him’ work because he was too lazy and 
shiftless to go without being made,” said 
she, “and I told him 1 said no euch thing. 
He said that it was a lie, and 1 started 
after an oflicer. My daughter cried and 
begged me not to do so and I went back 
to the house. He began again and we 
fought. 

“Yes, I guess it was a lively fight. I’ve 
got just enough Irish in me to make me 
fight under such circumstances, and I did 
hit him on the head with a rock.

BRUNSWICK’S CHANNEL. 


Interesting Facts About the Trade of Bruns- 
wick and About Mer Harbor. 
Brunswick, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)— 
Brunswick is one of the oldest colonial towns 
on the south Atlantic seoboard. Its commer- 
cial importance is of a recent growth. In 
1870 two railroads, one to Macon, one to Al- 
bany, were completed and a considerable lum- 
ber business developel from the yellow pine 
region traversed by them, followed later by 
a naval store business. But no cotton was 
handled until 1884-5. The increase in pop- 
ulation from 1870 was only from 2,100 to 
2.900. The railroads became the playthings 
of cougts, and business languished. In 18s7 
the Macon road was extended to Kome, con- 
necting with the East Tennessee, and later 
the Brunswick and Western made business 
connections with roads at Albany. Business 
prospered, population rapidly increased. The 
cotton business grew rapidly from nothing to 

000 bales. The population more than 
trebled for the decade from 18°) to 180. 
Taxable values in the same period rose from 
$1,300,000 to $6,000,000. e total exports 
coatswise and foreign increased from iess 
than $3,000,000 to over $12,000,000, and in 
1892 reached $14,000,000. 

The depth of water on the outer bar from 
earlier times had been between twenty-three 
and twenty-four feet at mean high tides. In 
1879 a vessel, the Sunbeam, was wrecked in 
the channel and started a shoal which oblit- 
erated the channel, a new one of but twenty- 
one feet in depth opening to the north of ii. 
In 1889 the schooner Alphareta Campbell, was 
wrecked in this channel closing it rapidly and 
the fresh water was over shoals of shell and 
8 sand underiaid with blue clay of very great 
tenacity of about the consistency of stiff put- 
ty. This outlet bad but 18.3 feet of water at 
mean high tide, a loss in the era of the great- 
est prosperity of the city, of over five feet in 
a few years. Vessels of over 18 feet draft 
were detained for spring tides sometimes for 
weeks. The glory of the city, the basis of 
her prosperity, her reputation as a deep wa- 
ted port had departed. Commercial disaster 
was the inevitable consequence uniess some- 
thing could be done quickly. _An appropria- 
tion for a survey was procured in 1890 and 
in June 1891 was concluded. Byvery vessel 
which was detained carried the news of this 
loss of prestige. Vessel owners and brokers 
hesitated to charter. Underwriters’ agencies 
declined to insure for the port over 18-feet 
drafts. In March, 1891, six vessels were de- 
tained for spring tides. The mayor and 
council had a thorough search made for a bet- 
ter outlet. None being found an effort was 
made to procure a dredge, but there was none 
available. In this emergency C. FP. Good- 
year, a lawyer long identified with the city. 
Suggested as an experiment, the explosion of 
dynamite in large charges on the shoals con- 
stituting the bar. The experiments were con- 
ducted under the direction of a joint commit- 
tee from the board of trade and mayor and 
council, of which Thomas O'Conner, a pro- 
gr citizen, was chairman. Captain A. 

. Churchill, president of the Terminal com- 
pany, the company Mandling most of the cot- 
ton from the port, lent his rare organizin 
executive ability to the superintendence 0 
the work, assisted by Captain B. A. Tatum, 
harbor master. 

Work commenced July 8, 1891, and contin- 
ued to August 22d, at which date the depth 
in a new and straighter channel was 30.1 
feet, a gain of 1.8 feer. 

The ship Agra, ready for sea in June, 
awaited the spring tides of July. In an ef- 
fort to cross the bar grounded and was, 
with great difficulty, pulled fiack into the 
harbor by tugs. August 18th she crossed 
ne a ie gar PP gay Py channel without

Financial reasons deterred the mayor and 
council from further prosecuting the work. 

November 24, 1891, a committeé from the 
board of trade, mayor and council.

NEIGHBORS ENTER PROTEST 


Against the Result of a Hearing—They Tak 
Aboat the Cause of Lynchings. 


The story of an assault alleged to have 
been committed by two young men upon 
a young woman near Brooks station, and 
of the subsequent action of a magistrate 
in releasing one of the young men in the 
face of the most positive evidence from 
the woman who made the charges, has 
been told in The Constitution. 

The action of that magistrate has caused 
a great deal of indignation in the neighbor- 
hood as the following card signed by well- 
known citizens will show: | 

Brooks Station, Ga., August 11, 1898.—Edi- 
tor Constitution: We beg your permission to 
give expression to the sentiment of the vast 
assembly who heard the evidence in a rape 
case in our justice court yesterday. The evi- 
dence was conclusive, that an innocent fe- 
male had been outraged by two young white 
bucks John Price and Walter Reeves, one of 
whom was on trial. 

The girl swore she 


was dragged from a 
road cart, carried to the woods, struggling 
to extricate herseif, attempted to cry out, 
was clasped over the mouth by the hand of 
one of her assailants, thrown on a blanket 
and brutally outraged by both. There was 
no evidence in court to indicate anything out 
a pure and virtuous girl, but of poor, Ob- 
scure and law abiding puirentage. Tne accus- 
ed intraluced no evidence. Their counsel 
so contorted the evidence on either side us 
to make it appear to the court “That there 
was not a probable cause to bind over.” 
There was either the basest curruption or 
ignorance in the finding of the court and we 
are willing to take the most charitable views 
of the case and call it ignorance, thougn 
there were some who saia they were vl 
surprised at the verdict, that they nawvevel 
that the mind of the court waa already made 
up before the investigation. It is also be- 
lieved that the other you®g man, John Price, 
now free, need apprehend no danger and had 
as well come home to be tried by the same 
court and go free. ' 
Now, sirs. we see very plainly why there 
are so many cases of lynching In our cvun- 
try. The courts are responsibie and we might 
say, from the finding of the one vesterday, 
invite and encourage the same. It will be 
no better until there is a change in the ver- 
dicts of our courts. Wwe write this that the 
public may know how an innocent, virtuous 


female has been treated, and that they may 


resort to some other means to protect their 
wives, sisters and daughters. We do aot 
say this to encourage lynching.

"HE WAS SENTENCED FOR LIE, 


Five Thousands Names WeresSigned to a 
Petition for His Pardon and It 
Was Granted Yesterday. 


After eight years imprisonment, J. . B. 
Danforth walks out of the penitentiary 


' today a free wan. 
. His was a case which attracted great at- | 
tention at the time it was before the courts. 


He was a bookkeeper in Macon. His family 
berg, a merchant of Macon. His family 
was an old one there and well known. 
Danforth was supporting a mother and sis- 


One night heshot and killed William 
Landsberg in the store and walked out and 
gave himself up. ‘There had not been a 
witness to the killing. 

The killing created a great sensation. 
There was an impression that something 
else was behind the killing, but it never 
eame out on the trial. Danforth was con- 
victed with a recommendation to’ mercy. 
The case was carried to the supreme court, 
but the sentence to the penitentiary for life 
stood. 

Danforth has been at Gress’s lumber 
camp and has been a good prisoner. He 
worked faithfully and made no attempt to 
escape even when he had opportunity. 
Within the last two or three years a move- 
ment has been on foot for his pardon. A 
year ago last July petitions were put in 
circulation asking the governor to release 
Danforth. He had friends and sympa- 
thizers all over the state. Little books 
with room for 500 signatures each were 
distributed in every part of Georgia and 
in each book was a printed statement tell- 
ing briefly the offense for which Danforth 
was convicted. Ten or more of these books 
were filled and forwarded to Governor 
Northen. Accompanying them came letters 
from prominent citizens of Macon and of 
other sections urging the governor to set 
the prisoner free. ‘There were letters from 
ex-Attorney General Clifford Anderson, 
Captain J. L. Hardeman, who was solici- 
tor general when Danforth was tried, Jus- 
tice Simmons, who was judge of the su- 
perior court at the time, and others promi- 
nent at the bar and in business life. The 
sentiment of Macon, where the crime was 
committed was unmistakably in favor of 
clemency. So taking these things into con- 
sideration the governor yesterday signed 
the pardon. Inasmuch as the pardon will 
attract attention the order is given as 
it appears on the executive department 
books, the reasons being as follows: 

Whereas, J. R. B. Danforth was convicted 
of the crime of murder at the April term, 
1885, of Bibb superior court and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for life, and 

Whéreas a number of petitions have been 

resented to me invoking clemency in his 
behalf aggregating in signatures more than 
5,000 names, many of them being among the 
very best citizens of the state, thoroughly 
familiar with all the circumstances of the 
homicide and the character and standing 
of the defendant, and, 

Whereas, the said Danforth has been in 
the penitentiary nearly eight years under said 
sentence, during which time he has deported 
himself in a very creditable manner, being 
faithful in every particular and declining 
to escape from prison when he had oppor- 
tunity, and, 

Whereas, the Hon. Thomas J. Simmons, 
associate justice of the supreme court, who 
presided at the trial of the said Danforth, 
writes to the executive as follows: ‘The 
defepdant was legally tried and convicted, 
and’ there can be no legal reason for a par- 
don. However, the constitution of the state 
gives the governor power to pardon uot only 
when he is convinced that an error was 
committed on the trial, or that the evidence 
did not justify the verdict, but when in his 
opinion the ends of justice have been sub- 
served and no detriment to the public in- 
terest will ensue; and, in view of the large 
number of citizens of Bibb county who have 
signed this petition, many of whom I know 
to be men of high character, with the in- 
terests of the community at heart, I have 
concluded to recommend his pardon, and I 
he geo gal request your excellency to grant 
t;”’ and, 


Whereas, the Hon. J. L. Hardeman, who 
prosecuted the defendant as solicitor general 
of the circuit at “the time of his,conviction, 
urges the pardon of said Danforth, as do 
also all the jurors who rendered the verdict 
against him: and. 

Whereas, the Hon.” Clifford Anderson, ex- 
attorney general of the state, who represent- 
ed the state in the hearing of the case be- 
fore the supreme court, says: “‘My opinion 
was, and is now, that the decision of the 
supreme court was correct under the strict 
law of the case, but the more I have learned 
and thought of the case since, particularly 
within the last few months, the greater has 
been mv doubf as to the young man’s moral 
responsibility, I hope- you may feel at liberty 
to favorably regard the application for his 
pardon: and, 

Whereas, having carefully examined the 
facts as presented to_me, I am satisfied that 
the punishment suffered by the defendant 
has met all the demands of the law, and 
that public justice will not suffer by his 
release, it is, therefore, 

Ordered that the said J. R. B. Danforth be 
atf?Se is hereby pardoned of the said offense, 
and he will Wee ann uni from custody. 

Landsberg, who was killed was a brother 
of James Landsberg, who is now serving 
a term in the penitentiary for attempted 
assault on a white girl from Appling coun- 
ty during qa visit which she made to Savan- 
nah. He escaped last year, but was soon 
recaptured. 


HOW RECEIVED IN MACON. 


Stery of the Killing Recalled—Five Thous- 
and People Asked for the Pardon. 

Macon, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)— 
Washington Dessau received a telegram 
today that Governor Northen has pardon- 
ed Rhodes Danforth. 

About ten years ago Danforth killed 
William Landsberg ih the office of Nuss- 
baum & Dannenberg’s store. Landsberg 
was a brother-in-lanw of Mr. Nussbaum, 
who was for years one of Macon’s wealth- 
iest merchants and is today one of her 
best .known citizens. Danforth was a 
well known young man, twenty-one years 
old. He worked at Nussbaum & Dannen- 
berg’s and Landsberg, who was in author- 
ity over Danforth, was said to have been 
very overbearing towards Danforth, and 
it was for this that Danforth shot and 
killed Landsberg one night while Lands- 

erg was at his desk. 

When Danforth was put on trial, In- 
hacy was plead in his defense, several 
members of his family having been in the 
insane asylum. He was defended by a 
large and able array of attorneys. Bacon 
& Rutherford prosecuted. Danforth was 
Sentenced to the penitentiary for life and 
ever since imprisonment, about nine years, 
he has been bookkeeper and checker at 
the Gress lumber mills on the East Ten- 
hessee road. 

For years efforts have been made to ob- 
tain his pardon and to secure this petitions 
have been signed by nearly 5,000 people, 
including the solicitor general who pros- 
ecuted him and the jury which tried him 
and other officers of court.

iam Landsberg in Macon 


The Idea of Providing Work for the Un- 
employed Approved. 


SPLIT THE COLLECTION OF REVENUES. 


Too Much Currency Is Tied Up Under 
the Present System—Advantages of 
the Instaliment Plan. 


The thinking me have been discussing 
the situation of the country more seriously 
the last few days than at any time pre 
viously. The gravity of it has made a 
stronger impression than it did heretofore. 
That riot in New York on Thursday was 
taken as a sign of whut the large cities 
have confronting them. 

“It is the duty of the government to take 
steps to avoid riots. A number of remedies 
Suggest themselves to a thinking man. 
Constitutional objections may be raised 
against some of them but we had better 
go clear to the limits of the constitutional 
guards than have life and property de- 
stroyed. Several things might be done in 
the line of promoting the public welfare. 
Just now a million men are out of employ- 
ment. They have families to support as 
well as themselves. It is not lack of money 
which has thrown these people out of em- 
ployment but lack of confidence in the 
financial situation which has caused the 
factories to close down and the railroads 
to reduce forces and every form of enter- 
prise and industry to curtail expenses. It 
is the duty of the government to protect 
the people where it can. If it can loan the 
taxes on whisky for three years to one 
class of citizens, why can it not buy The 
surplus output of factories and hold the 
same for a restoration of trade in the nat- 
ural way? In the long run the men who 
have wealth will suffer if those who have 
none reach the starvation point. At a 
labor meeting in Chicago the other night 
one spaker read a statement that a Mrs. 
Vanderbilt had paid $150 for a dog collar. 
in New York thousands of men were out 
of employment with families suffering, for 
something to eat.” 

A group of statehouse officials were dis- 
cussing affairs and they agreed that con- 
gress ought to act at once. 

“Every representative and senator must 
have been informed on the financial ques- 
tion and must have understood what his 
constituents wanted him to do when he 
went to Washington. The question was 
thoroughly debated last year on every po- 
litical platform and congress ought not to 
waste time in debate. The country wants 
to know what the financial Tegislation is to 
be. Evidently there will be no restoration of 
confidence and credit until we know what 
we will have to go on.”” The speaker 
was Colonel W. A. Wright, comptroller 
general, From this the conversation drift- 
ed to a method of temporay relief. Col- 
onel Wright stated that he approves the 
plan of providing work for the unemployed 
in some municipal department. ‘That is 
a practical way to help the unemployed,” 
he remarked. “A few years ago when Au- 
usta was flooded and the factories shut 
own, throwing the operatives out of em- 
loyment, Mayor May, to relieve the dis- 
ress, bought thousands of dollars worth 
of food supplies and distributed them. He 
took the position that by doing this he was 
doing his duty by the citizens who owned 
property as well as the idle. Many a time 
an act of thts kind would restrain the hot 
headed and the desperate. Employmerft on 
some public works serves the public good 
in more ways than one. The proposition 
made to give work here in the city to un- 
empld¥ed citizens is on the right line.” 

Colonel Wright made the further point 
that taxes ought not to be .collected all 
at one time. The state collects $2,000,00U 
between October and February 2Uth, and 
ties the money up in the treasury when it 
is not needed. 

“It would be easier on the taxpayer for 
him to have an opportunity to pay in two 
installments. Semi-annual payments would 
be decidedly more convenient to the tax- 
payer and would serve the state quite as 
welll. Withdrawing so much currency from 
circulation at one time is not advisable. It 
might be said that the farmer has sold his 
crop in the fall but he would find it easier 
to pay in installments than all at one time. 
You will notice that since the city has al- 
lowed payments to be made in installments 
the executions are few compared to what 
they usef to be.” ,

That’s the Penalty Mr. Maltry Must 
Pay for Selling Beer. — 


HE HAS APPEALED THE CASE, 


| And Will Make a Fight in the Higher 


Courts—The Question Whether It 
Was s Lager Beer Not Considered. 


Sunday beer, re it of the innocent vari- 
ety known as rice beer or of the exhilara- 
ting kind classed as lager, is a thing of the 
past at Little Switzerland. 

A police court fine of $200 and costs set- 
tled that yesterday and many people who 
have been looking upon Little Switzerland 
as a spring in the desert will be disap- 
pointed at the news. 

Yesterday morning Judge Calhoun ren- 
dered his decision in the case. He first 
heard arguments from Attorney Reuben 
Arnold for Mr. Philip Maltry, the defend- 
ant, and from Assistant City Attorney 
Fulton Colville. - 

Both attorneys presented the case in an 
able way and then the judge announced his 
decision. He said it was not material 
whether the’ beer that Mr. Maltry sold at 
Little Switzerland was lager beer or not; 
it was sufficient for him to know that it 
was intoxicating, and for this fact he felt 
constrained to impuse a fine upon Mr, 
Maltry. He considered the offense merit- 
ing a good fine and he fixed the penalty at 
$200 and costs. 

Mr. Maltry was evidently su 
the verdict and at once announced that he 
would appeal from the decision. We did 
not pay the fine, but gave bond and an ap- 
peal was at once taken. The case now 
goes to the superior court and the decision 
of Judge Calhoun will be passed upon by 
the higher court. 

Mr. Maltry maintains that he keeps an 
orderly place and that the beer he keeps 
on sale is not lager, but innocent rice beer, 
and says that it would be impossible for a 
man to drink enough of it to become intox- 
icated. It was stated by two officers that 
they saw regular lager beer kegs going to 
and from in disguise. The kegs were hid-

Rice beer has long been an institution at 
Tittle Switzerland. In fact the names 
became synonymous. On Sundays good- 
sized crowds went out to the park to try 
Mr. Maltry’s invigorating beverage. Too 
big crowds proved to be the bane of the 
little resort. Tast Sunday the special park 
policemen arrested several drunks who had 
been spending the afternoon at Little Switz- 
erland and that proved the death-knell of 
rice beer. Next Sunday it will not be 
sold, and unless the superior court sees 
differently from Judge Calhoun it will never 
be sold there again. It may be that even 
if the Aigher court fails to agree with 
Judge Calhoun Mr. Maltry will not sell 
rice beer again. as the stuff has been a 
bone of contention and has always been 
regarded with suspici ion.

4 MARKET PLACE. 


The Retail Groces’ Association Petition the 
Council for BVuch an Institution. 


The Retail Grocers’ Association of Atlan- 
ta will petition the city council to estab- 
lish a°market place; where ‘country pro- 
duce can be retailed at certain hours on 
certain days, and where the people can go 
and get what they want for their household 
use. 

The main object of the movement is 
to stop thé peddling wagons that flood the 
city every morning from the surrounding 
eountry. They say that the retail grocers 
pay the city about $20,000 a year in li- 
censes for the privilege of conducting their 
business. The wagons that vend fruits 
and vegetables from the surrounding coun- 
try pay no tax at all, and seriously inter- 
fere with the grocers’ trade. 

“We do not wish to stop the producer 
from retailing his goods,” said a prominent 
groceryman yesterday. “On the contrary 
we want the city to provide a place where 
he can sell them. All we want is that 
they be placed on the same fovting with 
us, and that they be assigned a common 
place where they can sell their produce. 
In this way nll ‘will have a fair show, and 
the retail trade will not be undermined by 
the house-to-house peddling which now 
prevails. On the other hand, it will be 
an inconceivable convenience to the buyers, 
as they can go to the market and get all 
that they want at one place. It is better 
for the grocer, the producer and the buy- 
er, and the city should have a market 

place.’
